» Both utility-owned portion and customer-owned portion of LSL must
be replaced (no partial replacements)

» $13,854,750 must be used by the state to subsidize loans for LSLR
projects in disadvantaged communities only

PFAS/Emerging Contaminants Award
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> $7,540,000 for SFY 2023/FFY 2022

» Primary focus is to address per-fluoroakyl and poly-fluoroalkyl
substan%es (PFAS) P Y poly Ky

» Other eligible emerging contaminants include those on the 5 EPA
Contaminant Candidate Lists

> If it falls under the National Primary Drinking Water Regulations (i.e. has an MCL), it is
not eligible for this pot of funds (except for PFAS)

» All of these funds must be used by the state to subsidize loans for PFAS or
other emerging contaminant projects — minimum of 25% must be used
for small systems (<25,000 population) or disadvantaged communifies
